Evades Trial 

The news that General Blaskowuz com 
mitted snicide in Nuernberg prison this week, 
rather than face trial before a United States 
military court in Germany, will have special 
interest for Canadians. It was this Prussian 
éfficer who commanded the German army 
opposed to the Canadian and other British 
forces in Northwest Germany immediately 
before the end of the war, and who sur 
rendered to the Canadian corps commander, 
Lieut,-General Charles Foulkes. 

In Ottawa, General_Foulkes,; now chief of 
staff, made the comment: “I wouldn't have 
expected anything else-from him,’ and dis- 
closed that Blaskowitz feared at the time of 
his surrender that the Canadians would turn 
him over to the Russians, whom the German 
commander described as “‘barbarians.” 
Tribute to his ability asa field commander 
was paid General Blaskowitz by Canadian 
eorrespondents in the closing months of the 
war, They reported that be had handled 
his troops skilfully in what was obviously 
a losing fight
